The Am- 
ineſes, who, as I told you before, liv'd in 
Town, were forced to be taken into the 
Irt, with their Wives and Children; Men 
od Beaſts, both Tame and Wild, were drove 
bi into the Mountains: And our Fort was ve- 
full of Serpents, Scorpions, and other Ve- 
nous Creatures. We did what we could to 
ep them out, by making Fires at all the 
ites and Poſts where the Sentinels ſtood. 
The Rains abated in May, and likewiſe the 
Woods ; and that Month I faw nothing re- 
Warkable, but that the Elephants ſhewed them- 
lyes in vaſt Numbers about our Fort. Moſt 
Wights of this Month 1 went a Hunting with 
agulayan Sports-men, and with them I had 
47s good Sport; and brought ſometimes as 
uch Home as would ſerve the whole Garri-

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ſon. An Indian uſed to go foremoſt, wit 
lighted Torch upon bis Head, and a Stick 
his Hand, to which ſome Shells are ty d loo 
and he goes along ſhaking of em, makig 
continual - rat ling.

Hls large Kingdom being naturally of great 

Strength, and hath much improv'd itſelf of 
Jate, by the great Numbers of Forreigners that 
flock'd thither from all Nations, and among 
them a conſiderable Number of Engliſh, Spani- 
ards, Danes and Portugueſe, who were molt of 
them compel'd to fly thicher, by the unjuſt Deal- 
ings of the Dutch Eaſt-India Company. 

Theſe Europeans and other People flocking 
thither, made it thrive to ſich a degree in a 
ſmall time, that the Dutch found it would be | 
no ways to their diſadvantage if they could 
bring that Kingdom under their ſubje&ion : 
To this end they made it their bufineſs to cre- 
ate an ill underſtanding between the Kings of 
Bantam and Japara, hoping that the ſilent Fire 
might in ſome time break out into an open 
Flame. This they effected at length, but it 
prov'd little or no advantage to them, for they 
lay ſo far aſunder, that it never came but to a 
few little Skirmiſhes, which did not damage 
them much, nor profit the Dutch, ſo that they 
fell very ſhort of what they promis'd themſelves, 
for they were fully perſwaded that the King of. 
Japara would be induced to purſue the king of 
Bantam with the utmoſt Vigour, eſpecially when 
there was ſo great a Motive to ſpur him on, as 
the rejoyning that Kingdom to his Empire, 
from which it had been divided. The Iſland of

Atſter this the Army had three Days Reſt; 
and all the Refreſhment that might be; then 
was order'd to'march into the. City, and there 
they had the chief Poſts in their Hands, as the 
Boom, the Speelwick, and other Baſtions; and 
the reſt, which* were quarter d in the Exgliſ̃, 
Daniſh, and French Quarters; ſome were or- 
der'd likewiſe to keep Garriſon in the Caſtle; 
ſo that all the Places of Conſequence were fuffi- 
ciently ſecur'd,in order to make the whole their 
own when tinie ſhould ſerve a little more com- 
mod ious. The Old King after this overthrow, 
retir'd with his ſnatter d Army to his Fort 
Dorjaſſe, where hrving made ready ſome Hun- 
dreds of Prawen and ſmall Veſſels, he refolv'd 
to be Reveng'd upon the Dutch, and having 
the con veniency of two Rivers, of Dorjaſſe and 
Bantam, which run from that Fort into the Sea, 
he Mann'd them ir order to go as far as Bata- 
via, and to do the Dutch ſome- Miſchief there, 
which accordingly they did, for being come in- 
to the Road of Batavia, he ſet ſome of their 
Ships on Fire, and either kill'd the Men or took 
them Priſoners, and then went a Shoar on the 
little Iſland call'd Onruſt, and made ſad havock 


of the few Inhabitants that were there; but to 
provent their doing further Miſchief, ſome of 
the largeſt Dutch Men of War were got ready, 
beſides a conſiderable number of Prawen and

In this Expedition Admiral De Ryeer Com.

De Ryter having having had good Succeſs 
thus far, was for moving forwards, and purſu- 


ing his good Fortune; which he did, till he 
came to a ſmall River that runs into Tang- 
burang : There they found ſome Forts, and ſome 
Nygeryen well provided with Men. The Dutch 


were about going over to them, and they could 
have done it, the River not being very deep; 
but Captain De Ryter did not think it ſafe, be- 
cauſe he did not know what Numbers there 
might be of the Enemy, or whether they might 
not lie there in Ambuſcade. He immediately 
diſpatch'd ſome of his Men to Bantam, to Ad- 
miral Tack, for Recruits ; and according to his 
deſire, he had the very next Day three Gompa- 
nies of Dutch ſeat him, and two of Blacks, that 
were Bandaneeſes. 1 ago 131333 
With this Reinforcement he croſſed the Ri- 
ver briskly, and marched directly towards their 
Villages and Forts: But they had not march'd 
long, before their Front, (which was hardly

River) but « parcel of about a-tindred and 


fifty of the Dutch, fell in with a Party of near 


flour hundred of the javians; they would at firſt 

have been glad to ha ve been a little farther off, 
but there being no Retreat, they engaged them 
ſo vigorouſly, that they kill'd above 170 of 'em, 
and wounded ſeveral others, and made the reſt 
retire to Tangburang. The Dutch purſu'd 'em 
and took ſome of them who had deſerted from 


the young King and hid themſelves in the 


Woods; who told them that all the Old King's 
Force was within three or four Miles of them, 
and in nuber above $000. That it was the ſame 
Army which had continually been Commanded 
by the Old King, and that they lay there in 
order to hinder them coming over that River. 
Upon this Informatiòn, De Ryter ſent Ex- 
preſles with all ſpeed to Bantam, to give an 
account of it to the Admiral, who, without de- 
lay, ſeat ſome hundreds of Men more, and 
ſome Field- pieces likewiſe. - Then were all the 
Officers commanded to take ſpecial care, that 
all their Men might be provided with Powder 
and Ball. The whole Body was divided into five 
Parties, each conſiſting of four Companies; 
and when all the neceſſary Orders were given, 
all their Army went to Prayers, after which 
they marched ſtrait upon the Enemy. 


A Lieutenant with fifty Men was ſent out be- 


fore, to ſee what he could diſcover of the Ene- 
my, and ſo to five them information. They 
had not moved half an hour, e're they had an 
account: that the Javians were coming to give 
them battle, and that they were eight thouſand 
ſtrong, And all the Dutch put .

But at length, the Bali, 
(the Ship in which I had been ſome time be- 
fore) coming that way, bound for 7ambion 
the Coaſt. of Sumatra; and being obliged to 
Feaſt Anchor near the aforefaid Iſlands, theſe Py- 
rates joyning their Forces together, came and 
lurrounded her, and notwithſtanding a ſtout 
Defence made on Board the Bali for ſome hours, 
they made themſelves Maſters of her, killed all 
the Men they could come at; and having taken 
what they could conveniently carry away, ſet

While the Ship was all in Flames, a Ship fron 
[Malabar coming luckily by; made towards the 
Fire to ſee what it was. Two Men, who in 
the Engagement had hid themſelves belouſ ou 
Deck, and were now got out, but knew not aft 
how to diſpoſe of themſelves, ſtood upon the an 
Fore-Caſtle ready to throw themſelves into the 
Sea to avoid being burnt : Bur they ſent them 
a Boat, by which means thefe two Creature 
were preſerved ; and being brought on Board 
the Ship, they continued their Courſe to Bar, 
via, Where they gave the General an Account 
of what had happen d.

The Company now 2 Sufferers by this us 
thought fit to ſend after theſe Pyrates, which ale 
they never minded before, while they came by qu 
no loſs themſelves, and while the Fiſhermenfſſ ki, 
only, &. were in danger.

Bo 
tion, and near home, my Friend and I, whd en 
could not be employed in a long Voyage, wer we 
appointed to go with them. We were very well fai

Of the whole, one part was»broke: upog

We kept on a ſtrait Courſe towards the Iſles 
of Martinas, which-arein'20'/Degrees of South 
Latitude, and we bid the Captain 10 in there, 
that we might that we might go ſhoar and 
Viſit them, according to our Orders.

The Wind became Impetuous in a ver Little 
time, and the Sea foaming and lifting up its 
Waves form'd Mountains, which ſeem'd high- 
er than our. Maſts: Our Deck was always a 
Foot deep in Water, for the Sea threw it in 
aſter than. it could run out; ſo extraordinary 
was this Storm, that the ſame Wind encreaſed 
ſtill to a certain Point; after which all others 
blew ſucceſſively, and ſometimes mingled to- 
gether with cqual Fury to. make Sport with 
our. little Veſſel. During the ten Hours that 
this Tempeſt laſted, we were all this while 0- 
blig'd to abandon our ſelves to the fury of the 
WIFI: td 5 5 
At length the Storm decreas'd, and we re- 
cover'd Hope in the midſt of our Deſpair, and 
heartily Congratulated one another in our com- 
mon Deliverance : When we were come to our 
ſelves, we. look'd upon thoſe dreadful Billows 
which threaten'd to ſwallow us up, as if they 
only play'd with us,. and concluded, that the 
Tempeſt whic we had fo lately eſcap'd, could 
be nothing leſs than a Hurricane. 

The third of April we ſaw Lang, but what 
it was we could not tell, for we had loſt our 
Tramontane : Nevertheleſs we flatter'd ourſely- 
es with the hopes, that it was the Iſland of Eden, 
and we made merrry with the Thoughts of ſet- 
ting Foot on the Land we ſo much deſir'd, as de- 
ſign'd for the place of our Habitation. But The

we diſputed the Matter ſo effectually, that it 
Spight of its Obſtinacy, we drew ſo near it, 
as to perceive it was the ſame we ſought after, 
and which we now found with equal Joy and Sur- 
prize. e Zu, DOT.

1 But the Cheating Villian our Ca ptain taking 
hold of the Weak Condition were in, Drew 
further off from the Iſland by little and little, 
and Sailed directly to Dieogo Rays : His. Ship's 
Crew were all at his Diſpoſal, and we the Paſ- 
ſengers being all Sick, could not pretend to make 
him execute his Commiſſion : Tis eaſy to ima- 
gine, how we were Surprized and Troubled. 

I muſt declare, *twas our great Regret, that 
we {aw ourſelves leaving this Iſland behind us, 
which we ſo much deſir'd to Arrive at, We 
were ſo Weak and ſo Troubled, that we were 
oblig'd to Conſent to what we could not help, 
and the Captain endeavour'd to perſuade us, that 


| he would carry us to a Place every Whit as 


good as that which we ſe em'd ſo fond of, twas 
about 150 Leagues from this Iſland, but the 
Wind was ſo contrary, that we were forc'd 


to Tack to and again for a Month together. 


On Saturday Morning the 23th of April, we 
ſpied Land, which was the little Iſland of Die- 
go Ruys, where our Captain reſolv'd to carry us. 
In the Evening we ſounded and met with the 
Bottom, three Leagues from Shoar, here we 
caſt Anchor, and ſtay'd till Monday Morning 


the 27th, but ſor what reaſon I know not: Wel 


then made the Cape towards the North Point, 
and at Noon the Captain put out his Boat tc 


look for a Place to enter: In the 8 
Salle 
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Sailed. towards the North-Eaſt Point, and the 
Boat gave us a Signal that it it had found out 
good Anchorage: We were then on the Rock 
in Eight Fathom of Water only, which oblig- 
ed us to be always Sounding, We caſt Anchor 
in a Sandy Mud at Bottom; our ſhip was tow'd 
2 long by the Boat: We lay there till che next 
Day, when we intended to look out for a better 
Place, accordingly, early in the Morning the 
goth of April, we caſt Anchor in 9 Fathom Wa- 
ter, a good Bottom of Ouzy Sand, and Shel- 
ter d from the Eaſt and South-eaſt Winds, 
which blow almoſt continually in that Country. 
The Iſland appear'd to us very Lovely: The 
Captain who deſir'd nothing better than to leave 
vs at Rodrigo, and with that Deſign highly ex- 
toll'd the Beauty of this Iſland. And indeed 
this little World, ſeem'd full of Delights and 
Charms. OY Wl | 
When the Boats were put ont, we were ask- 
ed who would go A-ſhoar ; upon which every 
one roſe ap haſtily. All the reſt of the Paſſen- 
gers got into the Boat, but ſeeing it was ſo full, 
] made no great haſte after them, 

In the Evening the Captain return'd and told 
me Wonders of the Country, which he Exage- 
rated much beyond the Truth, as I had time 
enough to Diſcover ; but However, (on the 
iſt of May 1691,) | follow'd my Companions 
and went on Shoar. 2 | 

We Seated ourſelves on the Sea, on the North 


| North-Weſt Shoar, in a Lovely Valley, by the 


Side of a great Brook. After we had been all 
over this Iſland, we choſe this Place as moſt con- 
B b 2 venient, 
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venient, and that which Providence beter 
for us, by Conducting us firſt to it. 

When we had finiſhed our Preparati6ns for 
Building Habitations to Dwell in, the Captain 
who ſtay'd fifteen Days in the Road, Weigh'd 
Anchor, having Deliver'd the greateſt part of 
the Things which we brought for a Settlement. 

When the Ship was gone, and each of us 
were Recover'd of the Fatiegues of the Sea, we 
took a Trip round the Ifland to Werther, we 
could not Diſcover a better Place to ſettle i in, 
than that where we firſt Arriv'd : But we found 
it much the ſame all over it. | 

All our Employment as long as we ſtay'd in 
this INand was very Inſignificant, as may be ea- 


ſiiy imagin'd. However, we could not live 


without doing ſomething, the looking after our 
Habitations, and Culcivating our Gardens took, 
up one part of our Time, and Walking another. 

Beſides this, we took ſeveral great Walks 
or rather little Journeys; we never miſs'd 
Walking out inthe Evening, in the Neigb - 
bourhood of our little Habitations > We 


had Abundance. of variety of Fleſh and Fiſh, 


Roaſted and Boiled, Soops, Raggots, Herbs, 
Roots, excellent Mellons, all Sorts of Fruits, 
Palm- wine, Clear and Freſh Water. So that 
the Reader need nor Apprehend, that the poor 
Adventurers in Rodrigo, were in any Danger of 
Starving. 

The Captain had left us two great Barrels of 
Biſcuit; but we ſeldom made uſe of it, except 
*twas in Soops or Broth, Wien we had ſtaid 


above a Year in our New Iſland we began to 


Wonder that we ſaw no Ship come, for by this 
time 
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time ſome of us begun to be a little Tir d: But 
however, we Unanimouſly agreed, that when 
we had ſtaid Two whole Years and no Ship Ar- 
riv'd, we would do our utmoſt, to get to 
Maurice Iſland, which belonged to the Dutch, 
where we might Embark to go where we pleaſ- 
ed, their being Ships coming every Year from 
the Cape of Good Hope. This Iſland was- above 
160 Leagus from Rodrigo; but we conſidering 
that the Wind generally blew fair for that Iſl- 
and ; we therefore put all Hands to Work to 
Build a Bark as well as we could, and If there 
was any likelyhood we might make uſe of it; 
We deſign'd to Convey our ſelves thither in 
It. | 


J. Every Man was as Induſtrious as it Jay in his 


Power to carry on this Work, and the Two 
Years being almoſt expir'd, we were ſo forward 
in it, that the Bark was Launch'd, for none of 
us were Sparing in our Labour upon this Oc» 
calon. 3 5 1 

As for Proviſions we dry'd Lamentines 
Fleſh, We fill'd the Barrels we bad for that 
uſe withfreſh Water: The little Biſcuit that 
was left we put on-board, and Supply'd our- 
ſelves with Land and Water Melons ; the latter 
of theſe would keep a long time, and as we be- 
gan Building our Boat knowing that we had no 
Materials to Guide it; fo we finiſhed it. But 
yet every Body got ſomething that was Uſeful 
towards Supplying its Place, one of us found 
2 little Solar Quadrat of a Load- ſtone, which 
Coſt him three Pence at Amſterdam, and tho? is 
was but an indifferent one, yet we Reap'd ſome 
Benefit by it. |

At laſt the appointed Day, which my young 


Companions heartily long'd for, and having pu 


up our Prayers to Heaven for the Divine Aſliſt- 
ance, we Embark'd about Noon, with our Good; 
and Provifions, the Weather was Extreamly 


fair, and the Wind the ſame; fo that tho? we 


wanted a rudder, Cordage, Anchors, and almoſt 


every thing elſe chat was neceſſary for our Boat, 


yet we were in great Hopes, that we ſhould do 
very well in her. 

We therefor Departed wit Joy; earneſtly 
deſiring to Arrive in ſome Place where we 
might ſee the Inhabitants of the World. We 
paſſed Swiftly enough to the Shelves, but de- 
pending too much upon our own good Fortune, 
and flattering ourſelves we were paſt the great- 
eft Danger; when on a Sudden were Sadly 


Convinc'd of our- Miſtake, for the Weather 
came pouring in, and we ſaw it was time for 


us to Return as faſt. as we could to-Land ; but 


however at laſt one of vs Handled the Oar ſo 


eſſectualy, that the Bark Tacked about, and the 
Wind being brisk, it drove us in four Minutes 


Time, on the other Side the Shelves; ; But about 


30 Paces from thence, nearer the Iſland, the Boat

Hour before, we had been Drownded every

Water at one end of « Deck; we were abo 
half a League from the Shoar, and it beginning 
to Ebb, we could not tell what to Reſoſve un 
but at laſt it was Concluded, that We! ous 
ſay till the Water was ſo low chat we mi 
to thy Shoar ; And Haul our Cheſts, and'Bar 
after us as they floated in the Water, tyd 
to another. 
This was accordingly done, but not without 
a great deal of Fatiegue, for the Bottom being 
very uneven, and it being out of our Depths, 
we were ſometimes oblig'd to Swim and draw 
the Cheſts after us, with Ropes ty'd about our 
Waſtes: And to add to our Misfortunes, the 
Current every now and then catry'd away part 
of our Baggage; N evertheleſs we at laſt got 
moſt of our things A- ſhoar: 

The next Morning aſſbon as it was Light, 
we went to our Bark to ſee if we could Haul her 
after us, and at laſt with much ado We Bot! her 
to Land. 

Some Weeks after we had Landed, we ſet to 
Rebuilding our Bark, tho*I muſt Confeſs, I had 
rather have continued in this Iſland, than to ven- 
ture my Carcaſs again upon the Unconſtant 
Waves. I made a New Propoſition to them on 
pur poſe to gain Time, but they would not hear- 
ken to me; and *twas reſoly'd, that we ſhould

riying; we bid this Charming Iſland adieu, and 
what: is worſt of all, e bid adieu to thoſe True 
and Noble Titles af Freemen, to become ere 
long, the Sport and Prey of a Little Scounde- 
Dan.

©2 Atzleogth the time for our Departure came, 
when Having recommended our ſelves to the 
Almighty Power, which even the Winds and 
Seas obey, we re-embark'd on our poor Gally, 
the 2 iIſt of May, 1693. At firſt we made on- 
ly uſe of our Oars, little or no Wind being ſtir- 
ring Land alſo that we might more exactly 
obſer e the Sea Maris we had ſet up, by which 
means ein a ſhort time ſafely. paſs d the 
Rocks and Shoals: But a Moment after one of 
our Oars broke, as wejwere endeavouring to 
avid the Rapidity of the Current, which wou d 
have hurry'd us into a dangerous Eddy ; and 
- tlie Calm rendring our Sails uſeleſs, we thought 
we muſt inevitably ;Periſh.

+ There was another Rock about two Leagues 
off, towards which the Current, which was 
ſtronger than the Wind, was driving us; but 
the time we had to refit our Oar, made us like- 
wiſe eſcape that Danger.

Th 
Sky clear'd up, and the Light as a Meſſenge 
of good News, made us to perceive a larg 
Cape, which belong d to Iſle Maurice. Thi 
Sight caus'd no ſmall Joy among us, and 2 
every one diſengag d himſelf from his Cloak 
where we had as it were buried ourſelves i 
expectation of Death. 
About five at Night, on the 29th of May 
and the ninth Day after our ſetting Sail, w 
arrivid in a ſmall Bay of Iſle Maurice. 'W 
went up a tolerable large River with th 
Tide, and Landed at a Place agreeable enoug 
at the foot of a ſmall Mountain all cover 
with Trees. Thus we eſcap'd the Deſarts« 
Rodrigo, and the great Hazards of a terribl 
Storm. But alas ! Our new Iſland was no Po

Experience 
La Haye reply'd, he had reſerv'd ſeveral Piect 
of it, to juſtifie the Truth of what he aſſertec 
and therefore demanded Juſtice : What fur 
ther plainly ſhew'd. it to be true Amber - greec 


Gold- ſmith that purchas'd it for Pitch, hat 
been ſo advis'd as to offer 60 Crowns for th 
Pieces that remain'd, which we look'd upon a 
done by the Governor's Order, who could noi 
no longer diſſemble his Sentiments. It appear 
by their Subtleties, that the greateſt part 
this Amber-greece had been melted, no bod 
knowing what to make of it, and that on! 
a ſmall Piece remain d, which being produc' 
was adjudg'd to belong to the Company, an 
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The firſt time we ſaluted the Governour, he 


receiv'd us with great Civility, and promis d 
us all the beſt Treatment we cou'd dee; but 


as ſoon as ever this buſineſs happen d We were 
at a Loſs for all thoſe fine Promiſes. 
| He had reaſon to apprehend we. might re- 


late this Story at Batavia; and that the company 


might cafl him to acconnt for the Wrong he 


did, firſt to us that had found this Amber- 
greece in an Iſland that belong'd to no body, 


and conſequently we ought to have been left 
quiet poſſeſſors of it; and ſecondly to the 
Company, in Caſe it had been adjudg'd to have 
been their Right. All this conſider'd, made 

him form a barbarous Reſolution againſt ns, 
as ſhall appear hereafter. The firſt Injuſtice 
he did us, was to ſeize upon our Veſſel with- 
out letting us know a word of it, and the ſecond 


was burning it. 


Afterwards he kept us in a manner Priſo- 
ners, by forbidding us to go beyond our Hut 
a thouſand Paces. He took the only Servant 


that remain'd to us, away from us, and liſted 


him in the Company's Service; ſo that he hav- 
ing likewiſe joyn'd with him, our Number was 
reduc d to Fire. | 


But as in all Societies there are ſome Spirits 
more reſtleſs than the reſt, two of our Num- 


ber, viz. the Steurs La Caſe, and Teſtard, 
projected to retrieve our ill Circumſtances by 
a Repriſil for our Veſſel, to ſeize upon one of 


the Company's Chaloupes, and make our eſcape 
to Maſcaregne, which was not above 25 


Leagues from Ifle Maurice; but whatever 
colour they might give to their Deſtgn, the 
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two ethers and I would never approve of it. 
However, as they could not well execute their 
5 Purpoſe without Aſſiſtance, they apply d them- 
— ſelves to a Soldier of the Company's, one John 
. Namur, who had given them to underſtand, 
he was not over-well pleas d with the Gover- 
nor. This Soldier no ſooner came to know | 
their Secret, but he went and acquaiated the 
Governor with the Propoſal, adding, that | 
three of our Number were entirely Innocent, 8 
and knew nothing of the Plot. Some Weeks 
paſs d before the Governor took any notice of | 
what had been Reveal'd to to him. 
On the 15th of January in the Night, he 
ſent a Troop of arm'd Soldiers to ſieze on us, 4 
who Conducted us all five into his Preſence. 
The firſt words he ſpoke were to juſtifie us 
Three that were Innocent, declariag, he all | 
along knew we were guiltleſs, and therefore "4 
had nothing to ſay to us. After having put 
ſome Queſtions to the other Two, they own'd | 
ingeniouſly the . Deſign they had, but added | 
withal, that they dehign'd to Pay for it, as the 
Soldier himſelf confeſs'd. We were, however, 
all burry'd away together, both Innocent and | 
Guilty, to an obſcure Dungeon, and there put 
in Stocks. The difference between us Three, | 


our other two Comrades that had own'd their 
| Crime, was, that they had the next Day Irons ; 
— of Thirty Pound Weight added to their Miſe- 


ry. We continu'd in this bad Condition two 
Days and two Nights, at the end of which, 
we Three that were Innocent were ſet at Li- 
berty, and were immediately carry'd to the 
Governor as before, who declar'd to us _ 

at

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That our Innocence was well known to him, and 
he added rroreover, That he ſhould always ' bave 
a kindneſs for us, and that we ſhould. find our 
Treatment anſwerable to his Promiſe at our fr 
C aming. 

Alf theſe kind Promiſes however vaniſh'd i in 
4 Moment, for he ſoon after. ſet Guards over 
us, who waited upon us Day and Night: And 
ſome few Days after one came by his Order 
to ſeize upon all we had ; Money, Arms, Hus- 
bandry-Tools, Kirchin-Utenſils, Bed-Cloaths ; 
Table-Linnen, and in a word, almoſt all we 
were Maſters of. 

We were altogether Tranſpo rted to a De- | 
fart and frightful Rock —— two Hundred 
Paces. long, a Hundred broad, and near two 
Leagues from Shoar. 

They ſettled us hear in a vile Hutt, built 
upon an Eminence near the Sands, and about 
two Paces from the Sea. This Hutt had for- 
merly ſerv'd for a Priſon to ſome Criminals, 
who a few Years before had been baniſh'd 
thither. 

This was the Place my Lord Diodati was 
pleas'd to ſend us to, and where we continu'd 
near Three Years, (I mean ſuch of us as did 

not die before that time.) 
At firſt we had our Proviſions every eight 
Days, but afterwards they did not come in 
fifteen, and ſometimes in twenty, ſo that we had 
hardly ever any Refreſhment. Thus either 
thro? the Malice of our Perſecutor, the Negli- 
gence of his Purveyors, or oftentimes bad Wea- 
ther, we were obli er to ſtint our ſelves to 
ſhorter Allowance of Meat and Dr ink than ad 
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had ever done, how nauceous and unheilthful 
{ever the miſerable. Nouriſhment was that was 
brought us: All this occaſion'd ds to deſire 
Nets for Fiſhing, and Veſſels to catch Rain- 
Water in,but we were deny d both the one and 
the other., It was impoſſible but all this ill u- 
ſage and bad Diet, muſt alter our Healths, and 
more particularly Mine, for I was then above 
three and fifty Vears old. At firſt. was at» 
tack d with a fort of Malady which we Freneh- 


men, in that Country, call Le Perſe. This was 


a continual ſlux of Blood, by which I was. in a 
very ſhort time reduc'd to a very lamentable 
Condition : My Diſtemper encreaſing to a dan- 

erous Degree; the Governor was advis'd of 
it, and deſir d to let me be brought back to his 
Iſland: He ſent a 1 who, after he had 
viſited me, declar'd,. | ſhould n. Fer recover 
unleſs I went a- -ſhoar ; but his Opinion had 
never the better ſucceſs with. the cruet Gover- . 
nor than-my Prayers ; for he debir'd nothing 
more than to ſee us all Periſh. 

The Sieurs Le Caſe and Teſtard, the two Per- 
ſons Accus d, were attack d with the ſame Ma- 
1 ſome time after; but as they were young, 

and of a ſtronger Conſtitution than l, they re- 

liſted the Diſtemper better. We had conti- 
nud in this miferable Condition near four 
- Months, when on the 15th of Marcl , 1694. 
we ſaw a Dutch Veſſel call'd the Perſeverance, 
come into the Harbour of the Ifland : This 
made my two Companions and I, who were 
not in the Caſe of the Accus d, "take. the Reſo- 
lution to hazard all, rather than not go a-ſhoar 
while the Officers of the Ship newly arriv'd

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Meal, we mix'd about two Pounds of it with 
| Certain ſort of Gourd well enough taſted, 
which ſome of our Correſpondents in the Iſland 
ſent us privately in Fron for our Hatts. 
Our Rock lay between two ſmall Iſlands, which 
at low Water one might go to, but not with- 
out Difficulty. In one of theſe Iſlands, among 
other Trees, there were ſome Plant ane-Treen 
but the other was wholly unprovided of any. 
The Wood-Iſland was every Night the ge- 
neral Rendezyouz of a great number of Cer- 
tain Sea- Birds, which are about the bigneſs of 
à Pigeon, and not much unlike one. They lay 
their Eggs upon the Sand very near one ano- 
ther, and do not lay above one at a time: If 
you take away one, they match it with 2 
new one, and ſo will do three times together. 
The firſt time we went to that Iſland, we 
brought away three or four Dozen of theſe 
young Birds, with ſome old ones. As the for- 
mer were very fat, and look'd well, we roaſted 
them, and found they had ſomewhat of the 
taſte of a Snipe, as they reſembled that Bird in 
Colour ; but they did us a great deal of harmy 
and we were never tempted to eat of them af: 
terwards. If the Fleſh of this Bird is ſo per-f 
nicious, their Eggs make mY ſufficient amends, 
nothing being more wholſom and delicious.

© believe that tho any Veſſel ſhould arrive, the 


Governor would not ſuffer us to go on Board 
it, made us reſolve to think on ſome means 
that might bafflle his Malice: For this purpoſe 
we form'd a Deſign, to build us a fort of Boat. 
Now having gain'd mightily upon our Pur- 
veyors, and divers Inhabitants of the Iſland, 
by ſending them our Leaf-Hatts, we obtain'd 


from them in exchange ſeveral Deer-Skins, and 
Ox-Hides, under pretence that we wanted 


them to make Shooes of. They ſent us like- 
wiſe ſeveral Poles that we defir d of them; and 
by other Pretences at different times, we got 


2 good quantity of Pitch from them. Having 


thus provided all that was neceſſary for our 
Deſign, we cover'd the Carcaſs of our Boat 
with Skins ſew'd together ; and upon Tryal, 
found ig would do our Buſineſs well enough ; 
and to the end that our Purveyors might know 
nothing of the Matter, we hid our new Skiff 
carefully in the hole of the Rock. Now it 
happen'd one Night, that one of our Compa- 


he 
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he diſcoyer d a great Fire; he ealld to us, and 
we preſently judgd it was the Fort that was 
on fire. The Governor's Apartment, the Ma- 
gazine and Guard-Houſe, were of Stone; but 
the other Buildings and the Chapel, were of 
Wood. We preſently . concluded, that if the 
Authors of this Fire were not ſoon known, the 
Governor would not fail to ſuſpect us of it, or 
at leaſt pretend ſo to do, that he might trea 

us after a more rigorous manner than he had 
© hitherto done. This made us think he would 
ſoon Viſit us, and if he ſhould find the Boat 
we had juſt made, there would be no Mercy for 
us. To prevent this, we immediately pull'd 
that Machine to pieces, and fo diſpos'd of the 
Materials, that twas impoſlible they ſhould oc- 


caſion the leaſt Suſpicion. 


Much about this time there came into the 
Road of the North. weſt Haven two Engliſh 
Ships, but as that place was diſtant from our 
Rock above twelve Leagues, we had no know- 
ledge of them till afterwards. Beſides, the 
Governor forbid our Purveyors under ſevere 
Penalties to acquaint us with it, rightly judg- 
ing, that if we knew it, we would uſe our ut- 
moſt endeavours to get to them. Z 
We were told afterwards, that one of the 
Captains of thoſe Ships underſtanding our Con- 
finement, was going to ſend for us, as well be- 
cauſe he pity d our Condition, as that he want- 
ed Men. . His Boat was conſtantly hoiſted out, 
and arm'd with ſeveral ſmall pieces of Cannon, 
in order to carry us off, but ill weather inter- 
yen'd, and hinder'd his charitable Purpoſe. 


I now come to ſpeak of the Deſign the Sieur 
Tieſtard had to endeavour to e come 
what would of it. This poor Man was one of 
the Perſons accus' d: He perceiving that his 
Malady encreas'd, that the Governor would 
hearken neither to Prayers nor Promiſes, and 
that conſequently there was no hope of being 
ſpeedily deliver'd, tho' any new Ship ſhould 
arrive; this poor Man being no longer able to 
reſiſt the violeat Paſſion he had to breath a 
freer and better Air, and to ſeek in the midſt 
of Woods, Nouriſhmeat that was more proper 
for his Health than that. he now had ; he 
communicated to us his Project, but we con- 
ceiv'd it both difficult and dangerous to put it 
in execution. 3 „ 
We endeavour'd to make him comprehend 
the ill Conſequences of it; and repreſented to 
him, that the Paſs was above twelve Leagues, 
that his Float could be made only of Weeds, 
ſince we had no more Barrels to put at the 
end of it, as we did to that of the Goldſmiths; 
that ſuppoſing he ſnould have the good fortune 
to get to Land, it would be impoſſible for him 
to live in thoſe Woods, becauſe they were not 
ſuch as here at Iſle Maurice; there were few 
Tortoiſes to be had, and no Birds that would 


ſuffer themſelves to be taken by hand, no 


more than other Animals. He nevertheleſs 
reſolv'd to make uſe of it, and told us at part- 
Ing, That he would not fail to appear every Month 
upon one of the Mountains over againſt the Rock, 
where he would make a fire at the beginning of 
the Night, that ſhould precede or follow the Full- 
Moon; that if we continu'd in the ſame Place,

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= - 1. we ſhould anſwer him by a like Signal, or others 
't wiſe he ſbould take ſuch neglect for a Token thar 
. - we were a-ſhoar, and conſequently would meet us 
ſoon after at a place agreed upon; but withall he 
aſſur d us, that ſo ſoon as ever be could ſpy any 
Veſſel in what part of the Iſle ſoever, he would 
< certainly ger on board her i poſſible: The ſet 
time for his Departure being come, he faſten'd 
his Float by a ſtake near our Hutt, and came 
to take his leave of us; but whilſt he was lon- 
er than ordinary in acquainting us with his 
efign, a Sea came and waſh'd away his Float, 
9 which affficted him exceedingly. For our 
| parts we were no leſs joyful at it, eſpecially 
1 when we ſaw it was carry'd by the Current 
towards the Main Sea, and far enough off from 
the Iſland. If this accident had not happen'd, 
we might quickly have ſeen our friend periſh 
without being able in the leaſt to have help'd 
him. But he ſtill perſiſted in the ſame Deſign, 
and perceiving it was impoſſible for him to 
make another Float without our Knowledge, 
he reſolv'd to build a fmall Boat with the 
Beaſt-skins, that we ſhould know nothing of it. 
As he was one that aſſiſted in making ours, and 
knew where we laid the Things vader our Ma- 
treſſes; he ſtole ſome away privately, and 
carry'd them to a Groto in the Rock, where he 
wrought at the Boat at ſpare-hours. He hniſh- 
ed this Machine 1n a ſhort time, and departed 
on Sunday Morning the toth of January, 1696.

The 6th of September, 1696. the Veſſel call d 

the Suraag, arrived, and brought Orders to car- 
ry us away. Our good and generous Friends, the 

Officers of the Perſeverance, of whom I have 

already ſpoken, were ſo kind as to preſent our 

Letters and Petition to the Directors-General 

in Halland, ſo that when the Governor found 
he could detain us no longer, be thopght fir to 

let us know what had happened. He told us of 
ic firſt himſelf, and bid vs: prepare to embark. 

We expected, that according to Cuſtom, when 

a Ship arrives, an Aſſembly ſhould. be held,

and we were ſent on Board without any Bodies

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at liberty, but he found means to prevent that, 


ſpeaking to us, and without having any part of 
our Effects reſtor d. This occaſioned us to pre- 


ſent a Petition to the Officers of Veſſel, -inform- 
ing them of the ill Treatment we had had from 


our Perſecutor, who yet continued to exerciſe 
towards us the ſame Tyranny and Injaſtice. 


This made him come A- board, where having 


ſeen our Petition, he called one of us curſed 


Dog, and ask d him why be preſented ſuch ſort 
of Petitions againſt him. We thinking our 


ſelves in a manner out of his Clutches,” anſwer- 


ed boldly, That he might be ſure it was not to toaſt 
any ways of his kindneſs to us, but to acquaint 


theſe Gentlemen, who were at length come to our 
Aſſiſt ance with his Barbarous uſage. of u, even to 
the laſt Moment, and that they might teſtifie this 
Complaint was made even at Iſle Maurice. 
After Dinner he had us called again, when 


he told us in the preſence: of the Council of the 


Veſſel, that he had at firſt given Orders we ſbanldt 

be receiv'd on Board as * without being 
oblig d to do any thing; but ſince we had preſented 
that Petition, we ſhould work as the Soldiers did, he- 
fore we cat. AS: for Monſieur dels Caſe's part, 
added he, he myſt be contemted to lie in Irons du- 


ring the whole Voyage, and ſo you ſhall have 4 new 


ſabject of Complaint when you come to Batavia. 
After having, waited for a favourable Wind 


abont fix Weeks, we at length ſet Sail about fix 


a clock in the Morning, and ſo eſcap'd the per- 

nicious Paws of the Sieur Rod. Diodati. 
The Wind having ſkifred all of a ſudden, we 

found our ſelves oblig'd to drop Anchor 4 
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bout eee to the South-Exft, and 
hen we Sailed agaib; but we had ſoon after ſo 
great a Calm, that we ſaw the Iſlaad Maurice 
eren on the ninth Day. We returned as far as 
the zyth Degree, to find the Weſterly Winds, 
which-cotduded us to the Bar of Batavia, wich- 
vt meeting with any ming extraot ent th in our 
Paſſage. i bunu 0 
As the Governor f le beste g put us 
under Arreſt in his Iſland, we were kept the 
ame till we came to Zarevia. At our Landing 
we were put in Priſon, and we continued there 
till the next day, the 16th of Deeimber! 
The Counſel of State of the Indies #ffembled 
1 s Day and we were carried before chem. 
We preſentect our Petition in which- we ſet 
forth amply» all the Injaſtire had been done us at 
Ifle Maurice q; and their Eordſhips having ar'firſt 
conceived the juſtice of our C0 uſe, ef :reſtor-

Fhe Fleetwas ready to depart, but the Coun- 
eil were ſo buſie with other Affairs, rhat they 
could not ſiad time to look into Ours, ſo that 
on the 1th of Februyf 16 97; the General call.

him, that the time was too ſhott to examine our 
Pretentions, and that we ſhould not return into

We repaſs'd the Line with a good Wind, as 
we did at firſt, without being obliged to pull off 
our Cloaths on account of the Heat. We 
have experienced much Hotter Weather in o-

than our other Proviſions, received no manner of 
Alteration in traverſing all chat Torrid Zone; 
which by no means agrees with what divers 
Travellers have writ on that Subject. Altho' 
each Ship of our Fleet had two Men that were 
hir'd to make every Day the Sea-Water freſh, 
yet we found that Water ſo maukiſh, that the 
beſt uſe we made of it, was to give it to our A- 
nimals, and to boil our Meat with it.

Seaſon, we met with Summer every where, and 
our Navigation for ſeven Months tg ther till 
our arrival in Hollund, was perfectly Pleaſan 

and Suoceſsful. We had all — favourable 


Winds, nd Calms, gor: nd Tempeſt. But in 


this the faireſt Weather in the World, there 


| Happened an Accideat to us that was like to de- 


ſtroy our Ship and another; The whole Fleet 


being te Tack about upon a Signal the Admiral 
was to give us, every Ship was preparing to ex- 
e cute that Order, and all did it punctually upon 


the Signal giren, except our Ship! While we 


were bringing abode our Tackle, another Ship 
of the Pleet, that had already Tacked, was 
coming towards uso with full Sails, and we 
thought it was impoſſible far us to avoid he. 
The Officers cried out on one Side, and the Crew 


on the other, but: for all that, our Veſſel did 
not obey, altho*the|Confternation became gene- 


ral, and the Danger was ſo great, and near, that 
the ebief Pilot himſelf jodged we could not eſ- 


cape it. The Captain however did not loſe his 


Preſence of Mind, which was ſo neceſſary on 
ſuch Occaſions. He caus'd the Ship ſpeedily to 


be put before the Wind, and the Ship that came 


- againſt us: rünning conſequently: the ſame Dan- 


ger, becauſe it was of the fame; Bigneſs, we ma- 


naged our Tackle ſo Succeſsfully; that we lucki- 
ly avoided each other, which was the greateſt 


Thanee in the World: We then bagan to

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Ship from obeying the Signal, and we fonds 
had been occaſioned by the N | 
lor that was at the Helm, who had not put the

Whip-ſtaff on that ſide it ſhould eve 


This happened either by reaſon he had not herd 


the Word of Command, or had ſlighted it, or 
that he had drunk too much Araque. The Sub- 
Pilot whoſe bufineſs it was to give the word of 


Command, was very much blamed, for that he 


ſhould have gone himſelf to ſee whether the Sai- 
lor had obeyed Orders. See how it oftentimes 
happens, that you are at the very brink of Dan- 
ger when you leaſt think of it: 

Some days before we arrived upon the Coaſt 
of ſreland,; we obſerved the Sea ſeemed at a di⸗ 
ſtance extreamly ſwelled, which gave us reaſon 


to believe, there had been bad Weather in thoſe 
Parts, and which was indeed true, for our Vice- 


er who is we: Sail two gry us, 
had undergone ſo great a Tempeſt, that he had 
loſt his Main-Maſt l 
We were afterwards 15 Days before we could 
ſee Land, by reaſon of the great Foggs which 
environed us on all Sides during all that time. 
They were ſo thick that we could not only per- 


ceive no Veſſel of the Fleet, but were Ijkewiſe 


at a Loſs to ſee one another upon Deck. To 
prevent our ſtraggling from one another, we 
had the Precaution to fire now and then a great 
Gun, Day and Night from each Ship, but by rea- 
ſon we did not know what Laticude we were in, 


we ſtrayed towards the North much farther than 


Dungesby-Head, the moſt Northerly Point of 


Scorland, in ſight of which we ought to have 
Sail'd. At length Divine Providence caus d us
